I. Claims 1-10, 19-26, and 27-34, drawn to interconnect model not a limped capacitance 
model, calculating an effective capacitance of the interconnect model to be inversely 
proportional to a voltage at the driving point node of the interconnect model. 

II. Claims 1 1-16 and 36, drawn to scaling first/second capacitances by ratio(s) of voltage 
across the first/second capacitance to a driving point voltage, and summing first and 
second capacitance 

III. Claims 17-18 drawn to multiplying capacitances, dividing products, and summing 
product with interconnect model not a lumped capacitance model. 

IV. Claim 35 drawn to reducing an interconnect model to a lumped capacitance model and 
calculating a effective capacitance by setting a voltage across the effective capacitance 
equal to a voltage at the driving point node of the interconnect model; and
